INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.

Tuberculosis. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

It  is  estimated  that  75%  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  and 
80%  in  the  age  period  5  to  15  have  been  immunised.

27  Cases  of  Measles  were  notified.

85  persons  received  treatment  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  works  of 
the  Selby  Urban  District  Council.  The  water  is  chlorinated,  the 
supply  constant,  and  98%  of  the  houses  are  connected  to  the  public 
mains. 

98%  of  the  population  is  supplied  with  the  water. 

During  the  war,  water  main  extensions  have  been  made  to  a 
Military  Camp  and  an  Aerodrome  in  the  area. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration  a  small  scheme  for  the 
extension  of  the  water  main  to  properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Barlow, 
Carlton,  Chapel  Haddlesey  and  Iiambleton.
